_ T have long admired and looked 
forward to Stan Howe's periodic 
contributions to your “Letters to 
the Editor” column. His jetter in 
your December 15th issue, how- 
ever, seems. to me to be poorly 
reasoned and to contain one real 
amisrepresentation of fact, 

Stan is opposed to the plan to. 
replace the fountain on the Com- 
mon, He urges us to remember the 
Common’s original purpose and 
use, suggesting (quite correctly) 
that Eleazar Twitchell mever en- 
visioned “a fountain which would 
have interfered with military 
drills.’ In the same way, I’m 
sure, Dr, Moses Mason never en! 
visioned that his barn would be 
wesd as a. general meeting hall. 
Presumably he built it to house 
his livestock, which would icerbain- 
ly have been. “put off their feed” 
by the intrusion of Bethel Histori- 
cal Society meetings and arts. and 
erafts exhibits (not to mention 
sound movies). The analogy is rea- 
sonably exact. Both the militia and 
the Mason livestock are. gone; is 
there then any jogiical reason why 
both the Common: and barn should 
not be modified and put to uses: 
different from those for which they 
were originally intended? 

(After explaining that a change 
in tastes and conditions in tthe ear- 
ly part of this century resulted in 
the addition; of shrubbery and a 


fountain to the Common, Stan: 


writes, “Fashions anid conditions. 
changed again and most of the 
shrubs and all of the trees of an 
earlier ena disappeared.” I cannot 
fault on the part fashion may hawve 
played in the disappearance of the 
shrubs, but surely it cannot be 
blamed for the disappearance of 
the trees: here the Duitch Elm 
Disease was surely the _ eul- 
prit. And, I would note, on their 
demise the town took prompt steps 
to replace them with a variety 
more likely to survive. (That is 
considerably mire than tit did when 
the fountain succumbed to the 
navages of time.) 

I am also bothered by several 
of Stan’s other arguments against 
a fountain. He says. that any struc- 
ture that is erected “automatically 
becomes a possible tanget for van- 
dalism.” Yes, of course—but al- 
50, so ‘what? Should we thérefore 
give up sand never build anything 
anywhere because it may subse- 
quently be vandalized? I find this 
sort of defeatism most unsettling, 

Stan. says the fountain could be 
a safety hazard for children, He 
is right, but this quality is not 
limited to fountains, There are few 
things which cannot constitute 
safety hazards if they are not 
treated qwith care. There is pre- 
sently at the end of the Common 
a far greater safety hazard than 
any Eountain would represent: it’s 
the intersection of Main, Broad, 


and Church Streets, 


“I agree when Stan says that a 
centnal fountain would have inter- 
fered with the 1981 (Indian Raid 
observance. However, since the 
next such “bash” will not occur 
wntil 2031, this sort of planning is 
@ bit too “long range” for me, I 
cannot recall that Mollyockett 
Days, town auctions, and so on 
were seriously impaired or ham- 
pered by the presence of the old 
fountain. Indeed I recall fishing 
and toy sailboat events for chil- 
dren: which were possible only be- 
ease there was a fountain. 

Stan describes the present foun- 
tain-less Common ag ‘beautiful in 
its simplicity.” Beatty, I guess, 
really is in the eyes of the be- 
holder. While I admire the present 
expanse of well-kept grass, I find 
nothing whatsover beautiful in the 
eastial arrangement of park bench- 
es (frequently up-ended) and God 
knows how many large green irash 


‘barrels scattered ere satid there. 


Please understand; I recognize 
that barrels and beriches are ex- 
tremely practical arid am not ad- 
Voleating that they be nemoved. I 
would, however, welcome some- 
thing like a central fountain which 
might attract the éye arid draw 
the viewer’s attention. away from 
ugly barrels and overturned bench.

_ A special word to those of you 
who managed to sit throwgh the 
whole meeting at Bear River 
Grange Hall, I believe the time we 
spent hammering out a. wranimous. 
statement was more than worth 
the trouble, When I read it before 
the commission on losy-level waste 
in Augusta, it seemed to have a 
powerful effect. Before that time, 
this. commission. had not even con- 
sidered any other method of deall- 
ing with the ugly stuff besides 
their trench burial method, for 
which the Sunday River Vailey is 
considered to be a good site. By 
the end of the meeting, sevenal 
members were jumping over one 
another to suggest researching the 
above-ground, reactor-site con- 
tainment alternative, 

I bear in. mind that the above 
ground site at’ Maine Yankee is 
not. a completely safe aallbernative 
either, However, it seems like the 
safest method we can push for at 
this time. I only hope that we can 
make sure that those in pover do. 
not. drop the ball if this alterna- 
tive is, adopted, but consider it a 
temporary solution until a truly 
safe method can be found. I con- 
tinue to. believe that the only real 
alternative is to’ close the potwer 
plant and stop producing these 
wastes, but as I know some of 
you may not agree, I will not 
use amy of your donations to push 
this idea. 

We are in for a long fight, I be- 
lieve. It may be two years before 
the ‘commission finishes its studies 
of this matter and any decisions 
regarding our area in particular 
be made. In the meantime, many 
ierucial decisions bearing on the 
matter will be coming up. The 
upcoming hearing on Tuesday, 
Jian. 10, will be one of the last 
before the commission makes it 
recommendations to the legisla- 
ture on whether or not to join a 
multi-state compaict. If we join 
such a comipact, it will severely 
limit our legal options to oppos- 
ing a dump site here, The legis- 
lature will decide on this matter 
by this coming Atpril, Our input in 
this matter is crucial! Those who 
ican join in the ear pools to the 
Tuesday hearing should call 324- 
2745, , 

In the meantime, I have joined 
with several of those working 
hardest with me to form an ongo- 
ing group to oppose dumping of 
radioactive waste in this area. We 
ihave called ourselves the ‘Head- 
waters Alliance of the Sunday Riy- 
er.” We are pursuing several op- 
tioms of opposition, including a 
county-wide ordinance to forbid 
such dumping, and working swith 
people in other proposed burial 
sites to oppose the burial method, 
in general, Those who owish to lend 
their ideas, time, and energy should 
call our committee coordinator, 
Connie St. Pierre, at 824-3246. 

We were told at the last hearing 
of the low-level waste commission 
in Augusta that we were gebting 
too worked up about this matter 
too early in the game. Thankfully, 
most folks I’ve talked to around 
town seem to realize that now is 
the the time to get worked up and 
do something about this matter, be- 
fore any firm decisions are made, 
and before bulidozers starting roll- 
ing up our valley and gorging into 
our mountains, Let ug hope, pray, 
and work together so that this will 
mever happen!

TWO MILLION DOLLARS IN 
COUNTY COMMUNITY SERVICE 

Oxford County Community Ser- 
vices administered programs in 
Oxford County totalling $2 million: 
in 1983, according to the Annual 
Repont of the non-profit agency 
just released. 

“Services delivered were pri- 
marily to the elderly, the handi- 
capped, and low-income families,” 
said OCCS Executive Diractor 
Charleen Chase, “We reached 8,079 
needy people in 38 towns in Ox- 
ford County with programs. that 
emphasize self-help. Our objec- 
tives are to reduce welfare de- 
pendency and increase economic 
self-sufficiency.” 

The Home Energy Assistance 
Program (HEAP) alone accounted 
for over $1 million in community 
services, This is a program that 
helps families meet winter fuel 
bills, especially where prolonged 
exposure to the cold present life- 
threatening situations for citizens 
over 60 years of age and the very 
young. The 1983-84 program is now 
in progress, said, Ms. Chase, and 
applications are running well a- 
head of last year, Additional fund- 
ing is being requested. Families 
meeding assistance shave until 
Manch 31 to apply. 

In a program closely associated 
with HEAP, Oxford County Com- 
munity Services’ weatherization 
program assisted families to make 
their homes more energy efficient. 
OCCS workers provided weather- 
ization and repair materials in 567 
homes in 1983, with ihe handicap- 
ped and the elderly receiving pri- 
ority services. Families. able to 
perform their own repair and 
weatherization were assisted by 
self-help experts with materials 
and technical assistance. 

Day Care services were provid- 
ed through the Children’s Services 
directed by Deborah Damon. OCCS 
licensed 22 Day Care Homes 
throughout Oxford County and en- 
rolled 48 children in addition to 29 
day-care children at the West 
Bethel Children’s Center. Seventy 
four-year olds currently partici- 
pate avith their families in the 
Head Stant Programs at centers 
in Rumford, West Bethel and 
Norway where the children receive 
4 hitritionally balanced meal each 
day. 

Oxford County Community Ser- 
vices also provides support for the 
newly formed Child Abuse and Ne- 
glect Prevention Council, a Todd- 
Jer Car Seat Program and an En- 
ergy Crisis Intervention Progra:n. 
The latter provides emergency 
home repairs and emergency ac- 
tomodations when no other re- 
sources in the commitinity are im- 
mediately available,
